: Thefcupon,infinite were the tearcs of joy ſhed by (or- 
nel, mfiehic thi kiſſes which ſhee gave her ſonne, and in« 
knite the thankes, which ſhee rendred to theſe Spaniſh 
Gentlemen, who had done her theſe great favours, ſtyling 
them the humane Angels of her guard, and giving them 
many other Titles which might give notorious magife- 
ſtarion of her thankefulncſſe. 

They left her with their woman, recommending her 
unto hercare,charging her,that ſheſhould look well unto 
her, and as farre forth as was poſſible ſerve her diligently, 
advertiſing her in what caſe ſhee was, that ſhe mighr have 
recourſe for herremedy, {incetharſhee in regard that ſhee 
was a woman, knew better what belonged thereunro 
then they did. Ando that little that remained of night 
they went rotake their reſt, with intention not to enter 
into Comnelia's Chamber unleſſeit were that eyther ſhee did 
call for them, orin caſe of preciſe neceſ{itie, The day came 
and the woman brought one very ſecretly, and whileſt ir 
was yet darke, for to give thechild ſucke. 

When the gentlemen were up, they inquircd after 
Corneha; the woman told them that ſhee was taking 
her reſt: whereupon they went to the {chooles and

Quier your ſelfe Lady, ({ayd Don Antowo) content your 
ſclfe and bee ſtil], for you arc in ſuch a place, and inthe 
power of ſuch a one, who will not ſuffer any thelcaſt 
wrong in the world to be done unto you. Goc you forth 
(Don Iuan) and ſce what this gentleman will have, and I 
will ſtay here to make good this place if necde ſhall re- 
quire,inthe bchalte of Cornelia, Don Twan without any altc- 
ration or change of countenance went downe; And Day 
Antonio cauſed preſently a brace of piſtolls that were ready 
charged, to be broughthim, and commanded the Pages, 
that they ſhould cake untothem their ſwords, and be py 
pr 
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cd to prevent any affront that ſhould bee ofired. 

The woman perceiving theſe preventions, trembled, 
And (onebia, fearctull of ſomeill ſucceſſe, ſhaked and quis 
vered much more. Onely Don Antomo and Don Inan were 
themſelves and very well appointed, and reſolved on that

imbarkedthema(elves vwwithourbeing beard or ſecne by the 
Cintinels of tic Warch-Towers, mor diſcovered by thoſe 
couty,,whoſe dayly office it was to ſcourethe Coalts, ayd 
fe thagalliwas-cleare;- When my. adverlarics had pied 
bi, "them, 
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chem, leaving mealone; they, with thereſt in the garden; 
rannetheir ways falt as their legs would carry them,and 
| ſhifted ſo well for themſelves, - chat'they had got them- 
ſelvesour of their danger, and putthemſelvesin ſafetie. So 
that of all the whole companics, the Twkes tookeno more 
Captives, but three perſons beſides Lewiſa, who lay there 
ſtillin a (wound. ' They rooke;me after they had ſhrewdly 
wounded mein foure ſeverall places, revenged before by 
meon foure Twkes whom I left dead in the place- | 
This aſſault ended,the Tarks with their accuſtomed dili- 
gence, and not being very well pleaſed with the {uccefle; 
madehaſte to embarke themſelves, and preſently pur far- 
ther to ſea, {o that what with their failes, and help of their 
' Oareszin a ſhort ſpace they recovered Fabiana, hin they 
muſtered their men, and finding that the ſlaine were foure 
{ouldiers,Leyant-men(as they call chem,)being of the beſt and 
choiſeſt, and of moſt cſtcemamongſbthem, they were the 
more willing and deſirous to take their revenge of me. And 
therefore the Aamiralltof the Captaine-galley commanded 
them 'to hang meup on the mayn yard, All this while Leo» 
1a ſtood looking on this ſpeedy preparario for my death, 
(who was now come agaln to her ſelfe) andſceing mein 
the power of theſe Pirats, the teares trickled down in great 
abundance from her beautcous eyes, and wringing her ſoft 
and delicate hands,not ſpeaking ſo much as one word, gave 
diligent care.and was very attentiveto hear if ſhe could un- 
derſtand what the Twkes ſaid. But oneof the (hriflian-ſlaves 
that waschained rothe Oare, ſpaketo her in Ntakan, giving 
her co underſtand how that the Capraine had given order 
to have that Chriſtian hanged up (pointing unto me)becaule 
I had ſlaine in her defence, foure of the beſt ſouldicrs be- 
longing to his Galleys.Which being heard and underſtood 
by Leowya; (being the firſt rime that ever ſhee ſhew'd her 
ſelfe pittifull cowards me ) ſhe will'd the fayd ſhave that 
he ſheuld ſpcake unto the Twrkes to ſpare his life, and not to 
hang him;forin ſo doing they wouldloeagren _— 
an 
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and thathe ſhould adviſethem to tack about, and make a- 
gainc for 7r4pai, where hisranfome would preſently be 
brought aboord untothem. This I lay was the firſt, and che 
laſt kindaefle which Lawy/a uled towards mee, and all rhis 
for my greater ill. The Twks hearing what their Captive 
cold chem, did caſily beleeve him; and this their hope of 
profit, curned the courle of their chojler. The very next 
morning hanging our a flag of peace,they anchored before 
Trapana. That nightchou mailt becrer conceive then l utter, 
with what adeale ofgricte I paſt it over; not ſo tnuch for 
my wounds fake,though they were very ſore and painfull, 
as to thinke on the perill wherein my crucll enemic was 
amongſt theſe Barbaraws people. Being come now as Itold 
thecto the Citie, one of the Galleys centred the Haven, the 
other {togd off. All the Cicizens flocked to the ſea-lide,the 
(briſlians (tanding as thicke one by another, as the ſhoarc 


 wouldgive them leave, And that Carper-knight Carnelio 


ſtood afar off oblerviag what paſſed inthe Galley, whil'ſt 
my Steward was treating of my ranſome; to whom I had 
given order that he ſhould 1n no wile treate of my liberty, 
bur of chat of Leow/a; and thathe ſhould give for the frees 
ing of her, all whatſoever 1 was worth, either in lands, or 
goods. And willed him moreover, that hee ſhould goe a 
{hoarcand ell Leow/a's Parents, that they ſhould Icave ito 
himro treatc of their Daughters liberty. 

This bcang done, the chiefe Captain who was a Grecian, 


| buta Renegado, hisname Yuph, demanded for Leoniſa, 6000 


Crownes, and for my ſelfe fourc,thouſand, and thar hee 
would not {ell che one withour the other, ſetting his (o 
greata priſe (as I was given afterwards to underſtand) be- 
caulc he was enamoured of Leoni/s, and was therefore un- 
willing ſheſhould beredeemed ; ling to giveto the 
Caprainc of theather Galley (with whom he was to ſhare 
the onehalfe of che prize) my ſelfe arthe rate of 4000 
Crowneginready money, and 1000 morcein other como» 
dities, which made up 5000,: prizing Leoni/aat other mn. 
| An 
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And this was thereaſon why he rated us two in teri thou: 
ſand Crownes. Leoni/as Parcnts offered him nothing on 
their parc, relying on the promiſe which on my part tny 
Steward had madethem, neither did Cornelis ſo miuch as 
once open hislips to offer any thing rowards her ranſome. 
And ſo after many demaunds and anſwers, my Steward 
concluded the buſineſſe, with giving for Leoniſa 5000; 
and for mee 3000 Crownes. Yſuph accepted this offct, 
forced chereunto by the perſwaſlions of his companion, 
and all the reſt of their Souldiers. But becauſe my Stewart 
had not ſo much money in Caſh, licecntreated onely three 
datcs time to make up the full ſurmme, with intention ro 
{cll my goods under hand, and ata cheape rare, till he had 
got ſo much together as would pay the ranſorme. Yaph 
was glad of this, thinking with himſelfe in the mean while 
co finde ſome occaſion that the bargaine might nor g66 

forward; and ſo returning backe againe tothe Iſlahd of 

Fabiana, he ſayd, that by that time the three dayes were ex- 
pired, he wouldnor faile to bethere with them, to receive 
the money according to the agreement. 

- Butſpitefull and ungratefull Fortiov, not yer wearied out 
veith ill encreating mee; had ſo.ofrdaincd it, that a Gallies 
boy who ſate on thetop of the maſt, as thi Tirkes (entinell 
diſcovered afarre off at Sca, ſite HalanGallies, and did guefls - 
(which was true) thatthey were cither of Malta, or Sicily. 

 Heecame running downe with all the haſte hee couldto 
ivethem newes thereof, and ina tricethe Tikes crabar- 
bed themſelves, who were a ſhoate, ſome dreſſing their 
dinner, ſome waſhing their linnen; and weighing anchot 
in an inſtant, hoyling ſaile, and working hard with their 

Oarcs, curning their Prows towards ; inleflethert 
two hours they loſt the ſighr of thofe Gallies, and ſo be- 
ing ſhadowed with the Iſknd, and covered fromkcnne 
by che approaching night, chey were ſecurcd fiom chat 
feare which afrighred them, VN

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Mahan!) how much my minde was troubled inthis! vog.:

which 1 PEE and much moxc, when the next day: | 
che rwo' Gallies reaching the Iſland of Paxtaraiea on the 
South part, the Tarks went a ſhoaretogerthem wood, and. 
freſh viQuals; butmolt of all, when I ſaw both the Caps 
aincs land, and fell toſharing between them in cquall pro- 
portion all thoſe prizes they had taken, cach acion of 
theſe, was to mee a delayed death. Comming then at laſt 
tothe dividing of my (clfe, and Leoni/a; 1/upb gave to Fetala, 
(for fo was that Capuaine of the ocher Galley called) lixe 
Chriſtians, foure for the Qare, and rwo very beautifull 
boyes, both naturalls of (&ſo, and my {elfe likewiſe with 
them, that hee might have Leouſa for hinaſelfe. Wherewith 
Fatal reſted very well contented. And albcitT were pre- 
ſcnt at all this, I could not underſtand what they ſayd, 
though | knew what they did; neithes had I known then 
the manner oftheir ſharings, if Fetalahad not come unto 
mee and told mecin [alian; Chriſtian tbou arc now mine, 
and putinto my hands ( as my Captive) thou being rated 
artwo thouſand Crownes; if thou wilthave thy Ws. 
_ thou muſtgive mee 4600, gr reſolve here to end thy daics: 
I then demandcd of hjna, whether the Chriſtian: Damolell 
were his too, he told mec no, bur that Vaph keprher for 
himſclfe, with intention to make hexturne Moore, and then 
marric her. Andthexein he ayd truc; for one of tho Gal- 
lo: aqgtay gan mec, that pu Pr onhis bancke athis 
are, and undcrſtgod yery well the Butkiſþ language, thar 
hee aver-heard Tek and Foniteraiogabrnck Weapon 
Icamero,my wallerand, told him, yin; if you wilt bring 
the bukineſle lo about that, the (bryſwnDamoſell may be- 
comg your Capnech willgive youtetichoulangGrownes 
Yigh, with this grozc ſome 
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pole, ahd accept of the ranſome.,” Hee did {o; and'then 
reſently commandedall thoſe of his own Galley 'to.cm. 
bed chiſthes as ſoone as poſlibly they could, becauſe 
he would goc for Tripoliin Baba, whenceho was. And 
likewiſe determined to goe for Yjerta, and ſoembar- 
ked withthe ſelfe ſame haſte as they uſe co doe yhenthey 
kenne either Galleys which they feare, or' Yeſſels which 
they minde to robbe. And that which movedther ro 
make the more haſte, was; that they ſaw the weather be-- 
gan tochange, with manifeſt ſignes of a ſtorme. 

Leoni/a was on land, but northere where might ſee her, 
ſaveoncly atthe time of her embarking, where wee both 
nictatthe ſca-{ide. This her new loverled her by the hand, 
and ſctting her foot upon the planke which reached from 
the land to the Galley ; ſherurned backe her eyes to looks 
upon mee, and mine, which never were off ffom herſoo- 
ked wiſhly on her, but with ſuch tenderneſſe, that woith- 
out knowing how ſuch a cloud was caſt before them, char 
ittoekaway my cye-ſight; and being robb'd of ir, and of 


my ſenſes, I fell ina fivound rotheground. The like they 
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violent reſtraining of chem, would breake out the more 
forccably in ſome one part or other, and opcn a dooreto 
ler my ſoule our, which 1 ſo carneſtly deſired, might re- 
linquiſh this my miſerable body. But troward Fortunc 
notcontenting herſelfe to have put mee 1nto this ſo nar- 
row aſtreight, rooke a courſcto overthrow all, by raking 
from me all hope of remedic, for in an inſtant, the ſtorme 
wee ſo much feared overtooke us, arid the Wind which 
blew ſtrongly from the South , blew full in the teeth of us ; 
and began with ſuch furic to re-inforce it ſelfe, that wee 
were forced to tacke about, putting the Provy in the 
Poopes place, ſuffering our Galley to goe whichway the 
winde would carry her. 

Our Capraincs deſigne was, by fetching of boords, to 
have putinto ſome part of the Iſland for ſhelter; and more 
particularly, on the North part thereof: bur it tell not out 
anſwerably co his cxpeRation, but rather quite contrary 
© what hce bad deſigned, for the winde charged us with 
ſuch impetuouſneſſe, tharall chat which we had fayled in 
two daycs, within little more then fourcteene houres, we 
_ our ſclves within two Leagues or thercabout of the 
ame [{land from whence hee had pur forth; And now 
there was no remedy for hindring our being driven upon 
is, and not to runne our ſelves upon ſome ſandy-ſhoare, - 
but amongſt very high Rocks, which preſented them(ſtlves 
to our view, threatning inevitable death to out lives. 
ans oy on the tone (ide of as, that other our fellow 

alley whercin was Leowſe, andall their Twkes, and Cap- 
tiverowers labouring hard with their oares,to keep "ur 
ſelves off as well as they could from running upon the 
Rockes. The like did wee in ours, but with better ſuc- 
celle (ir ſhould ſceme) and greater force and ſtrengeh then 
..  theother; whobci out with their travaule, and 
- _ overcomebythecſtiffencilcofthe winde, and bluſtering 


one, Gorgking ther Onrex, ad vrich thei dhando- 
ningihemſeres, they ſuffered themſelves (wes locking 
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upon them ) to fall among(t the Rockes, againſt which 

the Galley daſhing tt ſclte, was ſplit in a thouſand peeces. 

Night was then drawing on , and ſo great was thecry 

of thoſe thar gave themſelves for loſt; and thefright of 

thoſe who in our Veſletl feared to beeloſt, that not any 
one of thoſe many things which our Captaine comman- 
ded, was cirher underſtood, or done by them; onely they 
did attend the not forgoing cf their Oares, plying them 
ſtill, holding it fortheir beſt remcdie ro turne the Prow 
to the Winde, and to calttrwvo Anchors 1nto the Sea to keep 
off death fora while, which they held to beecertaine. And 
a[chough the feare of dying was generall in all of them, yer 
in mce was it quite contrary ; forfed with the deceitful 
hope of ſecing her in that other World, who was fo latel 
departed out of this; every minute hat the Galley deferred 
ics drowning, or ſplicting againſt the Rockes, was to mee 
an age of a more painefull death. The high ſwollen waves 
which paſt over the toppe of our weather beaten Veſlell, 
and my hcad; made mce very watchfull ro ſee whether 
orno, I could cſpic floating upon thoſe crump ſhouldered 
billowes, the bodice of unfortunate Leom/a. 

ButI will not detaine my ſelfe now (OO Maharmt) in 
recounting unto thee pecce by peece, the paſſions, the 
 feares, the anguiſhes, thethoughts, which in that tedious 
and terrible night l had, and paſled; that I may norgoe a- 
gainit that which before I propounded, and promil ed, in 
relating briefly unto thee my misfortune, Suffice 1t, that 
they were ſuch and ſogreat, that if death had come to me 
atthat time, hee wr to have taken any great paines 
in taking away my life. 

Dayappearcd, but with appearance of a farre greater 
ſtorme then theformer; and wee found that our Veſſell 
lay ridipg our at Sca, and a good waics off fromthe Rocks, 
And having decried a point of the Iſland, and perceiving 
that wee might caſily double it, both Tarkes, and (riflion 
began to bee of good cheare, raking new hopes, wa 
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hearcs untothem, fell anewy totheir worke, in lixe houres 
we doubled che poinr, and found the Sca more calmeand 
quiet;. inſomuch,,thac with a great deale more eaſc, they 
could bandle and ule.their Qarcs; and comming under 
{ak the Iſland, the, Zwkes Icapt outto land, and went to 
ec if ghexe, were. any reliques remaining of the Galley 
whichthe night before fell on the Rockes. Bur cven then 
roo. would-not Fortune bee {ſo favourable unto mee, as to 
give mcthat. poore comfort which I hoped to have had of 
{ccing Leoni/a's bodic in theſe my armes; which though 
dead and broken, | would have beene glad to have ſeene 
is, for to breake thazgimpoſlibilitic which my ſtarre had 
put.uponmecc, of linking my ſelfe therewith, as my deſires 
well deſerved. And therefore cntreated one of the Renega- 
does to diſ-cmbarkt, himlelfe to gee 1a ſearch thereof, and 
to.{ce if the. rolling ofthe Sea had, caſt her on the ſhoare. 
But (as I told thee) all this did Heaycn deny me; and juſt 
in that yery inſtant the Winge began to riſc, and the Sea 
grow rough, ſo tbarthe ſhelter of that Ifland was not of 
any bencfitat all unto us. - 

Fetala ſeeing this, would not ſtrive againſt Fortane , who 
had fo violently perſecured him; and therefore comman- 
ded them to right and fit the Galley to beare alictle fayle, 
& co turn the Prow tothe Sca-ward, andthe Poope to the 

Wind-ward,; and hehimſc!fe raking charge of the Rudder, 
laceat the helme, ſuffering her to runne through the wide 
Sea; bcing well aſſured that no impediment wouldcroſſe 
itscourlc :. The Oares bare bn very ecvcn, being 
| ſeatedvery orderly.on their bankes, andall the reſt of the 
company gotthem inte the Hold underneath the Hatches, 
lo.chatthege was not a man to bee ſcene on the Deck, ſave 
the'Maſter,; -who far his. more ſafety, cauſed himſelfe ro 
beboundfaſt ro his ſcate,, giving thence direion to the 
wes, fox.the better governing and guiding of the Vel- 
ells\which.made its way with char ſwiftneſſe, char in 
ares dayes,andrheee nights , paſſing in ſight of This, 
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of Melzzy, and Palermo, ſheimboked by the Phaw of Me. 


dna, to the wonderfull feare of thoſe that werein her, and 
of thoſe likewiſe which behold them on theland. 

* Infine, not co bee redious in recounting unto thee the 
terribleneſſe of this tempeſt, which is beyond all expreſſion, 
[ ſay ; that being weary, hungry, and tyred out with ſuch 
a large compaſlc abour, as was the rounding of almoſt all 
the whole Iſland of Siy, wee arrived at Tripoliin Barbari ; 
wheremy maſtcr(beforc thathe had reckoned with his Les 
Vant-men, (harcd out the ſpoiles, and given that unto them 
which was thcir due,and a fifth to the King,as the cultome 
is;) fell ſicke of a Plugſiee,accompanicd with a burning Fe- 
ver in that violent manner, that within three dayes it ſent 
him packing to hell, 

The King of Tripoli ſeazed preſently upon all his goods; 
and the Alacade de los mnertos, which isan Office of Inquirie 
concetning the dead, ſubſtituted by the great Twke;, who 
as you know, is heire to thoſe that are his naturall Sub- 
jets after their deaths. Theſe two poſſeſſed them(clves of 
all my Maſter Fetala's wealth, and I fell into the hands of 
him who was the Piceroy of Tripoli; atid within fifteen daics 
afterhe received his Patent for Gprus,with whom(you ſee) 
Jam come hither, but withourany intention ar all to ran- 
ſomemy ſclfe, though he hath ofren told methatI ſhould 
' ifT would, and wondred why | did not do it all this while, 
being (as Fetala s Souldiers told him ) a principall perſon, 
and a man of good meanes in his owne Countrey. But I 
was ſo far from entertaining that motion, that I told him, 
that they had miſ-informed him of my fortunes. Andif 
- thou wile ( Mabamat) that I acquaint theetruely with what 
I thinke; Know thou then, thar I will never returne backs 
againe to that place, where I can no waies receive any 
comfort, and where Leeni/a's death will in part, if not who- 
ly bee imputed unte mee. What plcaſure then can 7 take, 
cither there, or here; inthis my thraldome, though I mult 
confeſle, that the remembrance of her loffe is moregrie.

Fortune had ſo ordercd it for my great ill, that the Fort 
was without a Capraine, who dicd bur a few daies before;

This wecame to knovv by a youth which was captivated 
by the Turkes, who came downe from thence to gather 
Cockles by the Seaeſide. At the cight daies end, there arri- 
ved on that Coalt a Veſlell of the Mcores, which they call 
(aammalts; the Turkes ſaw 1's comming in, and that they 
lay at Anchor a little off che Land and ſo made rowards 
them, making ſuch (ignesto the Veſlell which was nor far 
off, that chey who were in her knew they were Turkes 
that called unto them. Thereupon they ſent our their 
Cock-boat, and they recounted unto them their diltreſle, 
and they received them into their Barque wherein came an 
exccedingrich Icw,a Merchant; andall the lading of the 
Vellell,or the molt part of it was his, beingfraughted with 
Carpets, and Hides, and other commodities which they 
bring from Barbay, go the Levaxt. In the ſaid Veflell the 
Turkes went for Tripoh, and in that Voyage they ſold meto 
the kw for rwo thauſand Duckats, an cxceſlive prilc, if his 
lovetowards me had not madc him ſo liberall, which the 
Iw aftcrwards diſcoyered unto me. 

Leaving the Turkes after all this in Tripoli, the Veſſel! 
tackt abour to performe her Voyage, andthe Jewin moſt 
impudent manner fell ro ſoliciting of mee; burTſhew- 

cd him ſuch a countenance as his filchy deſires deſerved, 
| EE X 2 Seing 
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Seing himſelfe then in deſparre of obtaining. his-luſtfall 
ends, he reſolved to rid himſelfe of me uponclie felt 5e- 
calion that ſhould offer ic ſeife unco him. ' And it com - 
mingto his knowledgerhartherwo Baſhaw s, Ali, and 
24 wereinthis Iſland, where he might ſcll and:venc his 
Merchaudize as well as in Xi whither he wasbaund.;

The day afterwards beganne to breake, wherein (ac- 
cording to the intention of Maha, and Ricardo) was to be 
the accompliſhment of theirdelires,/.or the end of their 
dayes; when loc, they might deſery a Veſlell, which with 
ſayle and oare camechaſing chem, They wereafraid that 
they were Chriſtian Pirats, from whom neither che one 
nor the other could expect any good. For bcing ſuch, 
the Moxes fcarcd cobce made Captives; and the Chriſti- 
ans, that though they:ſhould get their labertic, they ſhould 
loſetheir goods, and'be ſtrixt ofall they had. Bur Mahamnt 
and Ricardo contented themſelves with Leo's, and their 
owne libeartie ; yet. notwithſtanding this imagined hope, 
thay nauch feared the inſolencie of your Rovers at Seca, for 
they thas follow ſuch kindc of exerciſes, and make a com-.

He commanded that a white flaggein 
token of peace ſhould preſently be'ſer up, placing it on 
theyard-{ylc of the Poope, becauſcthey mightthe better 
diſcerncir, who being already blinded with covetouſneſle 
and greedineſle of gaine, made up with great furie to boord 
theull defended Bregantme. 

Whileſt chis was in ating, Mahanut by chance turned 
his bead alide, and perccjved that from the Weſt-ward 
there was a Galley comming up, and to his thinking of 
ſome rwenty bankes, whereof he certified the (ad; and 
ſome Chriſtians which wrought at the Oare, ſayd, that 
the Veſlellthey had deſcried, was of Chriſtians. All which 
did but doubletheir confuſion and feare, holdingthem in 
ſuſpence, not knowing what to doe; fearingand hoping 
ſuch ſucceſle, as God ſhould be pleaſed togivethem. 

By this time I conceive that 7 (,adi would havegiven 
(being in that ſtraight that now hee was ) to have found 
himlſclfe againe in Nicoſia, a!l the hopes of his pleaſure, ſo 
great was the confuſion and amazement wherein he was, 
tho he werequickly put out of it by that firſt Veſſell,which 
without reſpe& to the Flagge of peace, or that which 
was ducto their religion, did ſet upon that of the (ads 
with ſuch force and fury, thar they wanted very little of 
ſinking it. The (ad preſently knew thoſe that had thus 
{crupon them, for his eyes gave him aſſured notice that 
the Souldiers were of Nicoſia.He ſoone gueſſed the cauſe of 
their comming, and by whom ſer a worke, and gave him- 
ſcifefor a loſt and dead man: and had ir not beene that 
the Souldiers gavethemſelves moreto the ſpoyle, then che 
ſaughtcr, nota man of them had cſcaped alive. =. 

Bur when they were moſt buſic Sow their pillaging; 
a Twrke cry'de our aloud unto them ſaying, Arme, arme 
(fellow Souldiers) for a Veſſetl of Chriſtaw is comming u- 

nus. Andhe had good reaſon to ſay {d, becauſe the 

Jeſlell which (a6's Bregantine deſcricd, bare Chryſtianflags, 
and very fiercely did ſet upon that of Hazen; —_—

Whereunto they anſwered, that they knew no other 
cauſe, fave that they were commanded to take her; and 
that they as being his Souldicrs, in obedicnce unto him 
had done his command. 

The Captaine of the ſecond veſſell who came in a Chri- 
ſtian diſpuiſe; reſting ſatisfied with that which he deſired 
to know, fell. off from that of Hazan, and made towards 
that of the (adi, and with the very fir{t volly of ſhothe 
gavethem, he killed ten of thoſe Twkes that were in her ; 
and preſently after entered her with great courage and 
ſpeed. But they had ſcarce ſertheir feer on the hatches, but 
Cadi inſtantly knew that it was not a Chriſtian that had 
thus ſet. upon him ; but 4; Bafhaw who was in love with 
Lena, who with the ſame 1ntent as Hazen, [tood wayting 
his comming; and that hee might not be knowne, had 
clad his Souldiers like Chriſtians, to the end that by this 
deviſe, his theft might nor be diſcovered. 

The Cadi, who knew the intentions of theſe Lovers, 
and traytours, bcgannein a loud voyceto vent his malice, 
ſaying, what isthis thou doeſt, (Chou Trayrour Ali Baſhas) 
that thou being a Ma/olanim, thatisto ſay, a Turke, ſctteſt 

tpon mee as a Chriſtian? And you Traytours, Hazars 
Souldicrs, whara Devill hath moved you rocommir ſo 
orcatan ourrapeffor that tofulfill thelaſcivious and luſtful! 
appetirc'of him who ſent you hither; will thus go againſt

[Theſe words added force, to force, and more fuell-ro 
the former fire; thewhich being heard by Hazgns Soul- 
diers, and moyed with fearc that 46 his Souldiers would 
take their prey from. chem. ( which they held yet'co bee 
theirs) they determined to, putall upon adventtre; and 
one beginning firſt, and all chereſt following after, they 
ſet upon. the Souldiers of 44 with fuch- haſte; 'ragcour, 
and courage; that in a little while they bebavedchem- 
ſo mantully , tharchough they wene:moreby many 
£0 they x; they reduced them ta ayary ſmall 
nt they which reeained ofthe, 
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would permit; they likewiſe told him thar hee-hould

In concluſion, they man'd his owne Veſſell, and furni- 
ſhed him with: all chings neceſſarie for his voyage, and 
ou him ſome (hequines, of thoſe which once had beene 
is ovwne. Ando having taken'his leave of all of them, 
 beingreſolved toreturne ro Nicoſia, he beſought before he 
had hoyſed layle, that Leoni/ſa would doe him che favour 
to cmbracehim; for chat grace and honour ſhee therein 
ſhould ſhew him, would of it ſelfe bee ſufficieatto make 
him forget all his misfortunc. All of them cntreated Leo- 
w/ato conferrethat favour on one that lov'd her ſo well, 
ſince in ſodoing, ſhee ſhould not goe' againſt che derorum 
and decencie of her honeſtic. . Leoni/a yeelded ro their re- 
queſt, and the (adi futther entrcated of her , thar ſhee 
would but lay her hands upon his head, for that he hoped 
that impoſition would heale his wound. Leoniſeto give 
him content, condiſcended thereunto: This done, and 
having bored many holes in Hazaw Veflell, 2 freſh Eaſt 
winde favouring them, which ſecmed- to court the ſayles,
